
Bishop likens gay weddings 
to marrying your pet

The leader of the Roman Cath- 
olic Church in Brooklyn this 
week compared same-sex mar- 
riages to unions between people 
and their pets. 

Bishop Nicholas DiMarzio, leader 
of more than 1.5 million Catholics in 
the Diocese of Brooklyn, made the 
comments at an Albany lobbying con- 
ference and on an upstate talk show. 

“Marriage is not just a government 
issue,” said DiMarzio, a lead spokes- 
man in Tuesday’s annual lobbying 
day at the Capitol by the Catholic 
Conference of New York. 

DiMarzio said allowing gay marriage 
could lead — if taken to the absurd — 
to marriage between pets and people 
and among three or more people. 

“It could be anything once you say 
marriage is something other than what 
it is,” DiMarzio said. 


In an interview on political reporter 
Fred Dicker’s Albany radio program 
the same day, DiMarzio continued his 
analogy. 

“I will give you an example, OK?” 
the New York Times quoted Di- 
Marzio in Wednesday’s edition. “You

want to reduce something to the ab- 
surd, which is basically rhetorical use 
of an image: Why can’t we have mar- 
riages between people and pets? I 
mean, pets really love their masters 
and why can’t we have a marriage so 
they could inherit their money?” 
Asked by Dicker whether he be- 


lieved same-sex marriage was like a 
“Pandora’s Box,” DiMarzio said, 
“There is no end to it unless we really 
come back to some common under- 
standing of our roots as a country,” 
The Times reported. 

On Thursday, Park Slope Council- 
man Bill DeBlasio issued a statement 
affirming his support of same-sex 
marriages and criticizing the bishop 
for his comparison of such unions to 
animals. 

“I have a lot of respect for Bishop 
DiMarzio, but his comments were 
wrong-headed,” said DeBlasio. “Whe- 
ther or not you support the right of 
same-sex couples to marry, and I sup- 
port that right, inflammatory compar- 
isons have proven divisive and un- 
helpful to the public debate.” 

DiMarzio, New York Cardinal Ed- 
ward Egan and the state’s other state 
bishops told Albany lawmakers Tues- 
day that marriage must remain a bond

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Beep backs 
D’town Plan

Borough President Marty Markowitz gave his approval 
this week to the controversial Downtown Brooklyn Plan, a 
city proposal that would use the state’s power of eminent 
domain to condemn private property and rezone the area to 
allow for taller buildings. 

The Downtown Plan’s ad- 
vocates say they envision a 
24-7 commercial and residen- 
tial hub with skyscraping 
office and residential towers. 

The plan overlaps, but is sep- 
arate from, developer Bruce 
Ratner’s Atlantic Yards proj- 
ect that could include a pro- 
fessional basketball arena as 
well as office towers and 
housing. 

Along with his thumbs-up, 

Markowitz delivered a laundry 
list of conditions he would like 
to see attached to the Depart- 
ment of City Planning propos- 
al, addressing everything from 
traffic to preservation to af- 
fordable housing concerns. 

“I believe we can grow and 
maintain our uniqueness. I don’t 
believe they have to be mutu- 
ally exclusive,” Markowitz 
told reporters Wednesday as he 
released his recommendation. 

He stressed the importance of 
what he called “smart develop- 
ment” in the Downtown Plan. 

The Downtown Brooklyn 
Plan would allow for the con- 
struction of at least 6.7 million 
square feet of office space, 1 
million square feet of retail, 

1,000 units of housing and 
2,500 parking spaces. 

As part of the plan the city intends to condemn seven acres of 
private property including 130 residential units and 100 business- 
es in the downtown area. 

Among their ranks are a college of architecture and a clothing 
store, both of which Markowitz is asking the city spare. 

The Institute of Design and Construction, a 57-year-old college 
on Willoughby Street at Flatbush Avenue Extension, is slated to 
be among the first properties to go. 

“I believe they can move ahead and let the institute stay,” said 
Markowitz. 

Under the plan as it currently reads, the four-story building would 


be razed to create open space to afford better site-lines from Flat- 
bush Avenue to a 1.5-acre open space over an underground garage. 

The college’s president, Vincent Battista, a vocal opponent of 
the plan, has testified at several public hearings and pleaded his 
case to the borough president. 

So has Joe Betesh, the owner of Brooklyn USA, a two-story 
25,000-square-foot jeans and sneakers store at 245 Duffield St., 
just off Fulton Mall. At a five- 
hour pubic hearing at Borough 
Hall on Feb. 18, Betesh asked 
Markowitz to reject the plan. 

Those pleadings have appar- 
ently paid off, at least to the 
extent that Markowitz’s rec- 
ommendations are considered 
by the City Planning Commis- 
sion, the next reviewing au- 
thority in the city’s Uniform 
Land Use Review Procedure, 
which will also put the appli- 
cation before the City Council. 

The City Planning Commis- 
sion will hold a public hearing 
at 10 am on March 24, in the 
Klitgord Auditorium at New 
York City College of Technol- 
ogy, 285 Jay St., Downtown. 

Community Board 2 failed 
to make a recommendation 
when the complex proposal 
came before it last month. 

In his recommendations, 
Markowitz calls on the city to 
work closely with the owner of 
Brooklyn USA to find an 
equivalent location nearby. 

In the course of exercising 
its right of eminent domain to 
condemn properties for public 
benefit the city is required to 
hire an independent appraiser 
to determine the market value 
of a property, according to a 
spokeswoman for the city Department of Housing Preservation 
and Development, the agency that would be involved in assisting 
business and residential property owners in relocating. Market val- 
ue is generally lower, however, than what brokers often term fair 
market value, which tends to be a truer indicator of what a proper- 
ty can bring on the open market. 

The spokeswoman, Carol Abrams, said businesses that lease 
space would be assisted by the agency and that the Economic De- 
velopment Corporation would also work with displaced commer- 
cial tenants to find “suitable new commercial space in the area.” 

As far as residential renters, Abrams said, “Every effort is made

humorous parade of caricatures in the “Burning Bush” 
show, now on display at the DUMBO General Store [111 
Front St. at Washington Street, (718) 855-5288].

OK Tubman Avenue 


CB2 paves way for 
Tubman-Fulton street

Abolitionist Harriet Tubman may have freed hun- 
dreds of slaves through the Underground Railroad, 
but her name will not replace that of inventor Robert 
Fulton, who brought a ferry connection to Brooklyn. 

City Councilman Albert Vann introduced legislation this 
week recommending that the city co-name, rather than re- 
name, Fulton Street, which stretches from Downtown 
Brooklyn to the Queens border. Signs would be added to the 
nine-mile thoroughfare reading “Harriet Tubman Avenue.” 

Vann announced the legislation Wednesday during a day- 
long remembrance of the March 10 anniversary of Tub- 
man’s death. Two of Tubman’s oldest living descendents 
also joined in the festivities. 

The street renaming motion passed in Community 
Boards 3, 5 and 16, whose communities are largely black 
and which also share the majority of the nine-mile thor- 
oughfare. 

But Community Board 2 voted down a proposal last No- 
vember to rename Fulton Street from Classon Avenue to 
Flatbush Avenue and coname the portion from Flatbush Av- 
enue to Adams Street. 

While the issue has been tearing at the seams of the al- 
ready contentious Downtown community board for the past 
three years, this week there was finally some consensus. 

With a vote of 40-1 in favor of conaming the strip the 
board sent along its seal of approval. 

Before the meeting an inflammatory, unsigned letter cir- 
culated around the room calling the board “irrational” and

First the car. The condo comes next. After that, the 
Olympics. 

That’s how Mario Gulinello plans to spend the more than $1.5 
million he won after picking six-straight winning horses at a Ben- 
sonhurst Off-Track Betting parlor last Wednesday. It was the 
biggest payoff in OTB history. 

The 59-year-old Bensonhurst resident, who says he’s been 
playing the ponies since he was 9, walked away with the record 
pay-out after betting just $63 on a half-dozen horses, including 
“Houston Astro,” a 32-1 long-shot. 

Gulinello and two others, including a bettor who dropped $2,000 
before winning, split a combined $4.7 million pot on March 3. After 
tax withholdings, Gulinello’s share came to $1,567,984. 

The next largest payout in OTB history was last May, when a 
better hit on a Pick Six bet for $433,688. 

“This is actually life-changing because I don’t know what I’m 
going to do now,” said Gulinello, an Italian-born handyman who 
specializes in plumbing, molding and trim work. “I’ve got a 
dozen jobs that I haven’t finished that I plan to honor, but after 
that, well, that’s what I don’t know.”

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Ratner: Arena deal with state, MTA near

Forest City Ratner is close to an 
agreement with the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority and the 
Empire State Development Corp. for 
development of the Atlantic Yards 
arena, office and housing develop- 
ment in Prospect Heights. 

The memorandum of understanding 
(MOU) would establish the Empire State 
Development Corp. (ESDC) as the lead 
agency on the 24-acre development that 
would emanate from the intersection of 
Flatbush and Atlantic avenues and includ- 
ing a 19,000-seat basketball arena for de- 
veloper Bruce Ratner’s recently purchased 
New Jersey Nets, and four soaring office 
towers and a residential complex that the 
Brooklyn developer and his partners 
would build. 

Forest City Ratner spokesman Joe De- 
plasco confirmed the tripartite agreement. 


which he said should be signed in upcom- 
ing weeks, but said the details were “still 
being worked out.” 

Prospect Heights Councilwoman Leti- 
tia James, an opponent of the $2.5 billion 
plan, is catling on the MTA — over whose 
Long Island Rail Road storage yards 
much of the development would be built 
— to solicit competitive bids for develop- 
ment of the site. 

The 11 acres of LIRR rail yards run 
along Atlantic Avenue from Flatbush to 
Vanderbilt avenues. 

The MTA declined to comment on how 
much the air rights to develop over the 
yards would cost. 

“It’s really surprising that the MTA 
would sign on to a MOU in the absence of 
a competitive bid,” James said this week. 
“It goes against the notion of capitalism.” 

Several developers also interested in the 
Atlantic Yards site have approached 
James, she said, noting that the pending 
agreement “smacks of favoritism.” The 
site abuts two of Ratner’s other develop- 


ments, the soon-to-be-complete Atlantic 
Terminal mall and office complex and the 
ailing Atlantic Center mall. James has crit- 
icized Gov. George Pataki for having a 
friendly relationship with Ratner that dates 
back to their days attending Columbia 
University Law School together. 

The arena plan would require con- 
demning more than two square blocks of 
private property and displacing anywhere 
from 400 to 800 residents and businesses. 

In a Feb. 26 letter to Prospect Heights 
state Sen. Velmanette Montgomery, ESDC 
Chairman Charles Gargano said the state 
had “not determined whether the project is 
viable or whether it is in the best interest 
of the State and City” and vowed to “so- 
licit input from the community” before a 
decision is made. 

“I don’t see how a memorandum of un- 
derstanding could be finalized in light of 
this statement from Gargamo,” Mont- 
gomery shot back this week. 

“That this is being done essentially in 
secret, is very troubling,” she said, adding. 


“They have not, in fact, made a determi- 
nation of the viability or whether or not 
this is in the best interest of the communi- 
ty-” 

At a tourism conference at the New 
York Marriott Brooklyn last month, 
Gargano declined to comment on the are- 
na development, explaining the city was 
taking the lead on the project. 

And this week, ESDC spokesman 
Chapin Fey, also declined to comment. 
“It’s still too early for us to be speaking 
about specifics of the Nets deal,” Fay said. 

As early as last August, Ratner had 
asked city officials to sign a memorandum 
of understanding. 

Ratner pulled back the curtain on the 
Atlantic Yards project in December and 
announced plans to purchase the Nets and 
move them to Brooklyn. He agreed to pur- 
chase the team from Yankee-Nets for $300 
million the next month and must come up 
with the money by June. 

Some residents this week said they 
were concerned about the potential agree- 


“We were told the lead agency would- 
n't be announced until after the NBA vote. 
And we’re worried about what agree- 
ments might be put forth in that memoran- 
dum,” said Daniel Goldstein, a resident at 
636 Pacific St., a luxury apartment build- 
ing that would face the wrecking ball if 
the plan goes through. 

“That’s what we expected. It just means 
that things might be moving faster than 
we expected and faster than we told,” 
added Goldstein, who is also a member of 
Develop Don’t Destroy Brooklyn, a group 
of residents who are in opposition to the 
current arena plan. 

Scott Bullock, a senior attorney for the 
Washington, D.C.-based Institute for Jus- 
tice, a non-profit public interest law firm 
specializing in eminent domain issues, 
said MOUs are a common first step in 
moving towards a development agree-

LANDMARK EFFORT 

Preservationists seek to save buildings threatened by 
Nets arena and Downtown Brooklyn condemnations

From the outside, the old 
Ward Bakery building at 800 
Pacific St. looks like just 
another city relic — an aban- 
doned, six-story building with 
cement filling the spaces that 
were once windows. 

But the century-old, terra cotta- 
tile building with Romanesque 
arches may be one of the city’s 
treasures, according to the Prospect 
Heights Historic Association, a 
group that formed to protect the 
Ward Bakery building and at least 
two other area buildings from dem- 
olition should developer Bruce Rat- 
ner’s plan for the creation of mega- 
blocks to house a professional 
basketball arena, office towers and 
housing come to fruition. 

The group seeks to get the build- 
ings included on the National Reg- 
ister of Historic Places. 

Ratner’s Atlantic Yards project 
proposes a sweeping, 24-acre de- 
velopment with a 19,000-seat bas- 
ketball arena for his New Jersey 
Nets, residential buildings and four 
soaring office towers. The Frank 
Gehry-designed project would be 
built over Long Island Rail Road 
storage yards and is dependent 
upon the state condemning more 
than two square blocks of private 
property and knocking down up to 
70 buildings. 

“I was angered that an architect 
didn’t give second thought to this 
lasting architecture to make room 
for his own,” said Nancy Finton, 
who helped found the Prospect 
Heights Historic Association after 
getting wind of Ratner’s plans. 

In addition to the Ward Bakery, the 
group seeks to preserve the former 
A.G. Spalding sporting-goods factory 
at 24 Sixth Ave., the Atlantic Art 
Building at 636 Pacific St., and the 
former Daily News printing plant at 
700 Pacific St., the only building of 
the four not slated for demolition un- 
der the Ratner arena plan. 

All three are now luxury apart- 
ment buildings. 

“I grew up in the suburbs and 
love living in a place that has a 
sense of a past,” said Finton. 

Asked about bringing in Gehry 
— noted for the Guggenheim Bil- 
bao museum in Spain and the Dis- 
ney Concert Hall in Los Angeles — 
Finton said, “I’m not crazy about 
Frank Gehry. I feel like he’s be- 
come very trendy and his work is 
likely to look dated in another 10 or 
20 years. 

Spokesmen for Gehry and Rat- 
ner declined to comment on the 
preservation efforts. 

While a listing on the National 
Register would not guarantee the 
buildings’ survival, it would give 
preservationists a seat at the table, 
said Simeon Bankoff, executive di- 
rector of the Historic Districts 
Council, a non-profit preservation 
group. 

The Empire State Development 
Corp. is expected to be the lead 


agency on the Atlantic Yards project. 

If the buildings were placed on 
the National Register, said Cathy 
Jimenez, a spokeswoman for the 
state Office of Parks, Recreation 
and Historic Preservation, “[The At- 
lantic Yards developers] would have 
to show that there is no other possi- 
ble alternative to demolition, that it 
is absolutely a last resort.” 

Downtown landmarks 

In a related effort, the Brooklyn 
Heights Association has joined forces 
with the Municipal Art Society to 
seek the city landmark designation of 
16 buildings in Downtown Brooklyn 
that could face demolition as part of 
the Downtown Brooklyn Plan. 

The plan would use the state’s 
power of eminent domain to con- 
demn and demolish buildings in or- 
der to create mega-blocks that 
might eventually house 5.5 million 
square feet of office space and 
1,000 new apartments. 

“Rather than encouraging new de- 
velopment from the ground up, we 
suggest promoting adaptive reuse, 
mixing ground-floor retail with resi- 


dential uses on the floors above,” the 
Municipal Art Society explained in 
testimony delivered at a public hear- 
ing on the plan last month. 

The Brooklyn Heights Associa- 
tion has sent a list of the buildings 
to the city Landmarks Preservation 
Commission. 

Three Downtown properties are 
facing the most imminent threat, ac- 
cording to Vicki Weiner, a Kress 
Fellow for historic preservation 
with the Municipal Art Society. 

Those include the beaux-arts 
style former Board of Education of- 
fices at 131 Livingston St., a three- 
story clapboard house at 233 
Duffield St. and three buildings 
with cast-iron commercial facades 
at 567-571 Fulton St. 

“We don’t feel that it’s too late,” 
Weiner said of the preservation ef- 

“We don’t think of efforts of 
preservation on Fulton Street as 
against the [Downtown] plan in any 
way,” she said. “We think it is com- 
patible with it — no matter what 
happens with the plan you have 
Fulton Street. We would like to see 


it revitalized and the buildings made 
full use of, because some of the 
buildings are really magnificent.” 

Department of City Planning 
spokeswoman Rachael Raynoff 
said the agency was interested in 
the preservation efforts in the area. 
City Planning is the lead agency on 
the Downtown Brooklyn Plan. 

“Chair [Amanda] Burden has 
reached out to local civic groups to 
use our collective resources and ex- 
pertise to work together with the 
Municipal Art Society to look at 
some of these buildings and some 
of the goals the Municipal Art Soci- 
ety has outlined,” Raynoff said. 

As for the next steps, Finton says 
the Prospect Heights Historic Asso- 
ciation is busy researching the prop- 

“It’s incredible that they could 
even consider tearing down these 
amazing buildings,” said Rodney 
Ripps, a Crown Heights native and 
painter who fives at 700 Pacific St. 

Added Ripps, co-chair of the 
Prospect Heights Preservation As- 
sociation, “Those buildings are the 
heritage of Brooklyn.”

to refer tenants to apartments 
that are in the immediate 
neighborhood or in other areas 
that the tenant prefers. In addi- 
tion, the residential tenant will 
be entided to moving expens- 
es, replacement housing pay-

As for the college, the bor- 
ough president suggests redi- 
recting money to be used for 
acquiring and condemning the 
school to rehabilitate neigh- 
borhood parks.

More than 17,000 extra 
cars, 95,000 additional sub- 
way riders and 21,000 more 
bus riders are expected to be 
drawn to the area, according 
to CCS, traffic has been a ma- 
jor concern. Community 
Board 2 generated a lengthy 
list of traffic and transporta- 
tion concerns, some of which 
were picked up by the bor- 
ough president. 

In addition to recommend- 
ing the creation of a special 
Transportation Management 
Association to address traffic, 
parking and mass transporta- 
tion needs, Markowitz is call-

Markowitz also re-empha- 
sized a point already agreed 
upon — that 10 percent of the 
proceeds from the sale of the 
old Board of Education head- 
quarters at 110 Livingston St. 
to developer David Walentas, 
who will convert them into 
condominiums, go towards 
creating affordable housing 
downtown. The city agreed to 
sell the building to Walentas 
for $45 million last July.

Dems: Pataki’s 
no developer

Assembly Democrats renewed their as- 
sault on the Republican Pataki administra- 
tion Monday, contending that it has fum- 
bled economic development programs 
designed to create badly needed jobs in 
New York state. 

“A groundbreaking here and groundbreaking 
there does not constitute a real job-creation 
strategy, least of all for a state that is among the 
top five largest economies in the world,” As- 
sembly Speaker Sheldon Silver said. 

He attacked Pataki’s business-promotion ef- 
forts, most of them run through the Empire 
State Development Corp., as a “scatter-gun” ap- 
proach that fails to account realistically for a 
company’s potential for expansion, the differing 
regional needs of companies trying to prosper 
and the linking of economic development op- 
portunities and education for future high-tech- 
nology success. 

“The fact is undeniable: Empire State Devel- 
opment Corp. has no comprehensive strategy, 
no plan, no vision for building a statewide 21st 
century economy or for encouraging job growth 
in every region of this state,” Silver said. 

The administration countered that the De- 
mocrats were playing politics with the economy, 
and that the Assembly should embrace Pataki’s 
plan to create 1 million new jobs over the next 
decade and improve manufacturing. 

“New Yorkers know that Gov. Pataki is 
working hard to create new jobs and new eco- 
nomic opportunity for them and their families,” 
Pataki spokesman Michael Marr said. 

The work of Empire State Development and its 
chairman Charles Gargano, one of Pataki’s closest 
advisers and friends, has become a favorite target 
of Assembly Democrats in recent years. Silver 
himself started leading the criticism in 2002, 
when the agency passed over Chinatown in Sil- 


ver’s Manhattan district and instead gave an Em- 
pire Zone to affluent Saratoga County. Silver ar- 
gued that no area of the state has been as hard hit 
economically by the destruction of the World 
Trade Center as Chinatown. 

Not surprisingly, the Assembly proposal 
would tighten and better define the criteria for 
rewarding Empire Zones, where companies 
qualify for tax breaks and other state help in re- 
turn for locating or expanding. 

“We’re not looking to pull the plug,” Silver 
said. “We created the program. We believe in its 
merit as a program. We believe it has to be ad- 
ministered to accomplish the goal that it was set 
out to accomplish.” 

Assembly Democrats also took a shot at Em- 
pire State Development for accumulating a 
“bloated” bureaucracy, with 150 highly paid 
senior managers out of a work force of 361. At 
a legislative hearing last month, Gargano de- 
fended the makeup of his agency, saying it 
needed so many senior managers because of the 
complexity of the economic development pro- 
grams they are administering. 

The aggressive tone of an Assembly Democ- 
ratic news conference Monday announcing the 
Democratic proposal seemed to signal a 
tougher-talking phase of discussions between 
Pataki and the state Legislature over the next 
state budget. If they can enact a new budget by 
April 1, it would be the first time they’ve put a 
new spending plan in place by the deadline 
since 1984. 

Joseph Bruno, the Republican majority leader 
of the state Senate, said this would be a make- 
or-break week for hopes of doing an on-time 
budget. He said the Legislature and governor 
have to decide this week how much money they 
will have available to spend in the new fiscal 
year, a crucial step in deciding what to fund. 

“We’ve been futzing around for a week or 
longer and we’re still where we were,” Bruno

es the $300 million needed 
to buy the team, according 
to published reports. 

Three associates of the New 
Jersey developer said Kushner 
contacted investors Ratner put 
together in his bid to buy the 
team to make sure they were 
still interested, should Ratner’s 
purchase fall through, the 
Newark Star-Ledger reported 
Thursday. 

The investors include U.S. 
Sen. Jon Corzine, D-NJ., with 
whom Kushner had dinner 


Monday night to discuss the 
matter, the newspaper reported. 

A spokesman for Ratner, a 
Nets owner and officials with 
the team’s parent company, Yan- 
keeNets, all told the newspaper 
the Brooklyn developer does not 
yet have all of his financing in 
place, but said they expect to 
meet a June 30 deadline for the 
deal to be completed. 

Ratner said he plans to 
move the Nets to a proposed 
arena at Flatbush and Atlantic 
avenues, and has submitted a 
$40 million nonrefundable de- 
posit on the deal. 

“I’m very confident in 
Bruce Ratner, and I’m very 
confident that this deal is go- 
ing to close right on schedule,” 
Ed Slier, the former federal 


prosecutor who is handling the 
sale of the team for the Nets’ 
current ownership group, told 
The Record of Hackensack. 

Joe DePlasco, a spokesman 
for Ratner, dismissed specula- 
tion that Ratner would not be 
able to close the deal. 

“I’m not sure if this is a fan- 
tasy or intended as a farce, but 
in either case it is completely 
false,” DePlasco said. 

Richard Stadtmauer, Kush- 
ner’s closest business partner 
and the husband of the Jersey 
developer’s sister, said the 
group remains interested in the 
basketball team. 

“If the team comes back on 
the market, we would be inter- 
ested in purchasing the team to 
keep it in New Jersey,” he said.

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Episcopal priest plans same-sex unions

The leaders of Christ 
Church in Bay Ridge are 
expected Thursday to ap- 
prove performing same-sex 
religious unions in their 
100-year-old chapel. 

If approved, the recommen- 
dation by the Rev. John Farrell 
would make Christ Church the 
most liberal among Episcopal 
congregations in Bay Ridge, 
which have been grappling with 
the contentious issue since Au- 
gust when the Episcopal Church 
voted to recognize gay unions. 

The decision would lift the 
unions, once performed only in 
homes and without documenta- 
tion, to the altar. Farrell, who 
has blessed six gay unions out- 
side of Brooklyn over the past 
15 years, was excited this week 
that for the first time, his church 
on Ridge Boulevard at 73rd 
Street would sanctify the rites. 

“I want them to sign off on 
this and I anticipate they’re go- 
ing to say yes,” Farrell said of 
the church vestry, a 12-member 
administrative body that includes 
five gay members. “In the mean- 
time, I’m willing to talk to any- 
one who wants to have their 
union blessed by the church.” 

mal recognition of a gay rela- 
tionship by the church, but it is 
not a marriage and carries no le- 
gal authority. 

Farrell’s decision, sure to 
raise some consternation in con- 
servative Bay Ridge, was guid- 


ed by a pair of rulings last sum- 
mer during the Episcopal 
Church’s General Convention, 
which every three years gathers 
its 110 diocesan bishops to vote 
on issues ranging from AIDS 
awareness to racial profiling. 

Besides the election of Gene 
Robinson as the church’s first 
openly gay bishop, Farrell said a 
vote to recognize same-sex 
unions set the ball in motion for 
Christ Church and other Episco- 
pal congregations. 

Bishops stopped short, how- 
ever, of developing a uniform 
liturgy. That job would be up to 
individual dioceses, the leader- 
ship of each deciding whether to 
recognize the unions. 

But as Bishop Orris Walker, 
who presides over the Diocese 
of Long Island, which includes 
Brooklyn, inches near a liturgy 
for such rites, congregations 
across the borough are divided 
on how best to approach the sit- 
uation. 

The Rev. Peter Bramble, pas- 
tor of the Church of St. Marks, 
maintains that he won’t be of- 
fering blessing to gay unions at 
his Crown Heights church, the 
largest Episcopalian congrega- 
tion in Brooklyn. 

“Under no circumstances, 
none, not in my church,” said 
Bramble. “You can’t bless what 
God calls wrong. The Bible 
condemns it, and I don’t care 
what any other bishop says. I 
won’t do it here in my parish 
and I think I have the Bible to 
back me up.” 

Farrell’s remarks follow 
those of Cardinal Edward Egan 


and the state’s Roman Catholic 
bishops, who this week im- 
plored legislators in Albany to 
oppose steps toward legalizing 
same-sex marriages. 

Brooklyn’s Roman Catholic 
Bishop Nicholas DiMarzio also 
weighed in, saying that accept- 
ance of same-sex marriages 
could, taken to the extreme, lead 
to marrying pets to their owners. 

Frank DeRosa, a spokesman 
for the Brooklyn Catholic Dio- 
cese, did not return telephone 
calls seeking comment. 

“Now that people are actually 
thinking about this issue, that 
kind of stupid slippery slope ar- 
gument, that’s a load of hooey,” 
said Farrell. “They not only di- 
minish the argument, what the 
bishop has done has diminished 
his own credibility because he’s 
not even really thinking about it” 

Two separate resolutions are 
to be voted on in the City Coun- 
cil, each weighing in on oppos- 
ing same-sex marriage legisla- 
tion being considered by the 
Albany legislature. 

Bay Ridge Councilman Vin- 
cent Gentile, who declined to 
comment on how he would vote 
on either resolution, said the 
move by Christ Church was an 
issue between Farrell and his 
parishioners. 

“As far as I know, at Christ 
Church this is just something in 
their own church,” said Gentile. 
“This is really different than 
what’s happening on the 
statewide level where they’re 
dealing with statutes. This deci- 
sion has to be made within the 
church and the pastor.”

St. Phillip’s Church, on 80th 
Street at 11th Avenue, will also 
likely bless such unions, said the 
Rev. Richard Doscher, but on a 
case-by-case basis and on the 
condition that participants be ac- 
tive members of the church. He 
is awaiting word from the Dio- 
cese of Long Island and its litur- 
gical commission, which he ex- 
pects to develop rites this spring. 

“No matter what the decision 
of the bishop, I will stand very 
much convicted on marriage 
being between a man and 
woman and to safeguard the 
sanctity of the family unit in 
our society,” said Doscher. 

Unlike Doscher, Farrell will 
likely apply a liberal interpreta- 
tion of the ruling from August. 
He said that in marriage, either 
the bride or the groom must be 
an active member in the church. 

Farrell estimates that 20 per- 
cent of his parishioners are gay, 
but he would encourage others 
from outside the church to par- 
ticipate in the unions. 

“There’s a reason a lot of gays 
have given up on church,” said 
Farrell. “They’ve been made to 
feel unwelcome.”

“We’re largely an urban phe- 
nomenon,” said Farrell. “After 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
we’re the largest Christian de- 
nomination in New York City. 
So we have a lot of presence, 
and we also have a lot of gay 
members.”

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Goddess 
is good 

Find the spirit of joyfulness at 
new Bed-Stuy eatery Yolele

W alk into Yolele, the new Senegalese 
bistro in Bedford-Stuyvesant, and 
the experience causes a moment of 
awed shock. 

Everything from the tables and benches, to 
the dramatic floor-to-ceiling artwork is impos- 
ing. A long bench, carved from a single tree by 
a Senufo craftsman, serves as both a seating 
area and an unusual centerpiece. The leaves of 
giant plants cast shad- 
ows about the room, 
creating a second lay- 
er of visual appeal. 

But the most ex- 
traordinary piece is a 
wooden statue that 
stretches to the ceil- 
ing. 

The sculpture is a 
tribute to Mami Wata, 
a goddess of the sea, who, according to African 
folklore, bestows blessings on those she favors. 
If someone has sinned, or worse, hasn’t shown 
the respect this high-maintenance goddess de- 
mands — watch out. 

Mami Wata has cast her blessings over 
Yolele (Yo-LAY-lee). You can feel her spirit in 
the gracious welcome as you enter. Her warmth 
is evident in the serene pace and gentle service 
of the wait staff. But it is in chef Pierre Thiam’s 
Senegal-based global cooking that Mami Wata 
is keenly sensed. 

Yolele, which opened on Fulton Street in 


January, is the product of three Senegalese part- 
ners — Thiam and co-owners Fallou Ndaw 
and Moussa Diadbiou. Thiam, who spent seven 
years as the chef de cuisine of Boom, in SoHo, 
and is a sought-after restaurant consultant, cre- 
ates dishes he describes as “world cuisine — 
predominantly African, influenced by France, 
Vietnam and Morocco.” 

The meal transports the diner to the Ivory 
Coast with the exotic, mouth-tingling “Pepe- 
soup.” The soup begins with a fish stock re- 
duced until it is creamy. Slices of velvety 
tilapia (a mild white 
fish) add sweetness; 
Scotch bonnet chilies 
lend a bright heat 
that’s sharpened with 
lime. Yolele’s bread 
looks like birch tree 
bark with its brittle, 
crunchy crust. A slice 
of that bread, dipped 
into the “Pepesoup,” 
is a sensory memory in the making. 

One great moment in a meal peppered with 
high points happened after tasting the peanut 
sauce that accompanied skewered slices of suc- 
culent lamb. To the mix of peanuts and peanut 
butter, Thiam adds coconut milk, lemongrass 
and curry. The flavor is nutty, tart and multi-lay- 
ered with sweet and smoky spices. Thiam em- 
ploys the Scotch bonnet chili again, using it to 
add fire to this complex sauce. 

Moist Moroccan meat patties made from 
highly-spiced ground beef, called kefta , came 
with a plate-mate of ruby red peppers. Thiam

grills the peppers until they’re soft and sweet 
then cooks them with tomato sauce and a lot 
of garlic. Visually, the dish resembles an Ital- 
ian pepper salad, but its flavor is different. 
Scotch bonnet peppers add little heat this 
time, but the chilies serve to deepen each in- 
gredients’ character. 

Every restaurant needs a signature dish and 
the “Couscous Royal” is Yolele’s. A lamb 
shank, so long and slowly cooked that the meat 
falls from the bone, perches over a pillow of 
fluffy, nutty tasting couscous (tiny bits of 
semolina). Chili-enhanced slices of beef and 
lamb sausage, called merguez, and long slices 
of carrots and turnips crown the couscous. All 
of the perfectly cooked meat is drizzled with a 
sauce of meat juices flavored with cinnamon, 
cumin, cilantro and parsley, that manage to 
showcase each of its ingredients without over- 
powering one another. More of the sauce is 
served on the side. You won’t need it, but my 
guess is you’ll use it anyway. 

There’s no way a salmon filet, even one 
dressed up with spinach, mint and fermented 
black beans over couscous, could compete 
with a dish like the lamb extravaganza. This 


salmon was slightly overcooked yet still 
tasty, but the black bean sauce didn’t have 
much oomph. 

On Yolele’s dessert roundup is a pastry that 
shouldn’t be missed. Thiam rolls a paper-thin 
crust for a French tart that tastes of fresh but- 
ter. He tops that ethereal crust with thin slices 
of tart apple and mango then burnishes the 
fruit with browned butter infused with fresh 
ginger. The mango adds a supple texture and 
a note of cinnamon, while the apple keeps the 
dessert clean tasting. 

It’s delectable. 

The tart comes with a scoop of ordinary 
vanilla ice cream that makes a fine partner. 
Anything fussier would be overkill. 

Two hours passed from the time we entered 
Yolele, to the time dessert and coffee arrived. 
The room settled into a peaceful quietness, with 
the music turned low and diners lingering over 
their meals. Near me, a little boy, covered with 
his father’s coat, slept on the woolen bench. 

In the Fulani language, Yolele means “spirit 
of joyfulness.” That’s just how we felt walking 
into the cold evening air knowing that Mami 
Wata’s blessing went with us.

Focus on activist-filmmaker 
Marco Bellocchio at BAM

I talian director Marco Bellocchio, 
65, who makes highly charged 
dramas that take the social, moral 
and political pulse of the times, shows 
no signs of slowing down. 

Although Bellocchio’s name re- 
mains highly respected on the interna- 
tional festival circuit — his last two 
fdms were shown at the New York 
Film Festival in 2002 and ’03 — he has 
fallen prey to that 
strangely mysteri- 
ous disease that 
seems to afflict 
nearly all great di- 
rectors considered 
past their prime in 
that it is no longer 
a given that his 
films will be 
picked up for dis- 
tribution. 

Luckily, in Bel- 
locchio’s case, BAMCinematek is pre- 
senting a seven-film retrospective, 
‘Tribute to Marco Bellocchio,” from 
March 19 through March 28. Belloc- 
chio will be on hand to answer ques- 
tions about his work following the 
March 27 screening of “Good Morning, 
Night.” 

BAM’s Bellocchio retro concentrates 
on his most recent work, including five 


films he has made since 1990. (One of 
the reasons more films weren’t includ- 
ed is the apparent lack of quality subti- 
tled prints: even in Italy, it seems, Bel- 
locchio is not accorded the respect he 
deserves.) 

In Bellocchio’s films there is no such 
animal as an innocent bystander. After 
his first two features, the director him- 
self took a few years off from directing 
to join the radical Communist Union in 
the late ’60s, and the characters that 
populate his dramas are equally com- 


The series in- 
cludes Belloc- 
chio’s first film, 
“Fists in His 
Pocket” (March 
24), a remarkable 
and shocking de- 
but. The film was 
released in 1965, a 
quite tumultuous 
time by any stan- 
dard, and a film 
era that found many modernist, even 
modish, filmmakers attempting to put 
their personal vision onscreen. 

Bellocchio dove headfirst into the 
fray with “Fists,” a fascinatingly repel- 
lent study of one of the most dysfunc- 
tional families ever presented onscreen. 
Lou Castel, who chillingly plays the 
epileptic son of a blind mother whom 
he loathes, and younger brother to an at-

tractive sister, with whom he carries on 
an unconsummated, incestuous affair, 
leads the cast. Bellocchio makes the 
persuasive case that commitment to an 
ideal, even one as loathsomely anti-so- 
cial as this young man has chosen, is 
preferable to sitting idly by. 

Throughout his career, Bellocchio 
has returned to that leftist theme and 
its endless variations of obsessive love 
affairs or relationships based on the 
abuse of power. His two adaptations 
of works by the great Italian play- 
wright-novelist Luigi Pirandello also 
explore similar territory. 

Henry IV” (1984; screening 
March 19) stars Marcello Mastroianni 
as someone who believes he’s the an- 
cient Roman emperor ... or does he? 
Bellocchio gets a lot of mileage out of 


the elaborate means the man’s family 
uses to keep the delusion going, 
whether for his benefit or theirs. And 
1999’s ‘The Nanny” (March 28) fol- 
lows an illiterate young woman who 
is hired as the wet nurse for a respect- 
ed doctor and his skittish wife; the 
tensions that swell within the family’s 
house are paralleled by a popular up- 
| rising in the local village. 

5 Another strong Bellocchio adapta- 
I tion, from 1997, is of Heinrich von 
Kleist’s play “The Prince of Horn- 
burg” (March 26), which dissects the 
lunacy of military regulations through 
the title character’s daring battlefield 
exploits. Although he earns many 
plaudits, it is revealed that the prince 
disobeyed his commander, who de- 
mands his resignation. 

As often as he tackles incendiary 
themes in the worlds of politics and 
economic and social status — which, in 
these films, are all part of the same uni- 
verse — Bellocchio often pushes the 
envelope even further. “The Convic- 
tion” (1990; March 25) is the movie 
David Mamet’s rape drama “Oleanna” 
wishes it were: a professor hides — 
from a young woman he was intimate 
with in a locked museum overnight — 
the fact that he had the keys all along. 
Angered, she accuses him of raping her, 


and Bellocchio raises pertinent ques- 
tions about abuse of power. 

Bellocchio’s most recent films are 
also among his most refined, even as 
they unfold as hysterically fever- 
pitched melodramas hinging on no- 
tions of faith and idealism. “My 
Mother's Smile” (2002; March 20- 
21) takes on the Roman Catholic 
Church in the form of an atheistic 
artist who’s horrified to discover his 
deceased mother is on the fast track to 
canonization. Bellocchio shows no 
mercy as he depicts the church being 
more concerned with public relations 
than saving souls. 

Bellocchio’s latest film may be his 
most dreamlike. “Good Morning, 
Night” (2003; March 27, followed by 
a Q&A with the director) is a retelling 
of the kidnapping of Italian Prime 
Minister Aldo Moro, in 1975, told 
from the point of view of the lone 
woman terrorist. Bellocchio expertly 
shows how even radical causes can 
become domesticated — at least be- 
fore the decision to kill Moro. 

Shot in hallucinatory colors to the 
strains of some of Pink Floyd’s most 
atmospheric music, “Good Morning, 
Night” is another masterly film from 
Bellocchio, still Italy’s most fearless, 
fieiy filmmaker.

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laughing’ matters 

Actor Michael Basile shines in the Heights 
Players’ production of early Carl Reiner work

J oseph Stem’s comedy 
“Enter Laughing,” now 
on stage at the Heights 
Players, began as a semi-auto- 
biographical novel by comedi- 
an Carl Reiner. 

And while it is hard to be- 
lieve that Reiner was ever as 
inept and talentless as his hero, 
David Kolowitz (Michael 
Basile), “Enter Laughing,” like 
most of Reiner’s work, from 
the big to the little screen, is 
enormously funny. 

As the play opens, David is 
working in the machine shop 
of Mr. Foreman (the perfectly 
cast Bemie Lippman). Fore- 
man is sharp-tongued and crit- 
ical, but he takes a genuine in- 
terest in his young helper. He 
wants David to marry a nice 
Jewish girl, learn the trade and 
someday take over the busi- 

David, who is looking for a 
more exciting future, answers 
an ad seeking student actors, 
and despite a laugh-till-you- 
cry audition, manages to get 
cast in a show directed by the 
regal Harrison Marlowe 
(Pierre O’Farrell), mostly be- 
cause the star of the show, his 
daughter, Angela 
(Gina Healy) has 
taken a liking to the 
unlikely thespian. 

There’s only 
hitch: David 
not only pay for 
this “learning” ex- 
perience, he also 
has to buy his own 
costume — a tuxe- 
do that will cost 
him $10. Fortunately, his de- 
voted girlfriend, Wanda (Yonit 
Kafka) lends him the money 
and David is on his way. 

But not quite. David must 
still struggle with his skeptical 
parents, Emma (Vicky Grub- 
man) and Morris (Ed Healy); 
as well as Foreman, his un- 
happy boss, who does not ap- 
preciate David’s new, erratic 


hours and glaring inexperi- 

David’s botched attempts at 
acting (he misses cues, subvo- 
calizes his leading lady’s lines, 
mispronounces words, over- 


acts and does not understand 
the difference between stage 
directions and dialogue) create 
most of the play’s funniest 
moments. Basile has so mas- 
terfully incorporated the tone 
and the gestures, to say noth- 
ing of the Bronx accent, of 
Young Kolowitz, that even the 
most outrageous scenes seem 
perfectly believable. Besides, 


the audience is too busy 
laughing to worry about be- 
lievability. 

But strong runners-up in the 
funny scene category are those 
Basile has with Lippman, who 
looks and acts like he just 
stepped out of Yiddish theater. 
And Chazmond J. Peacock, as 
Marvin, David’s friend from a 
business upstairs, gives the 
role a lazy buffoonish touch 
that contrasts nicely with 
David’s vague but urgent am- 

Healy and Grubman have 
the right tone and timing but 
are not as thoroughly convinc- 
ing as Basile and Lippman. 
And O’Farrell, last seen as Ed- 
die Carbone in “A View From 
the Bridge,” proves that he can 
be just as effective as the 
straight man who gets both our 
laughter and sympathy. 

“Enter Laughing” has more 
scene changes than can be eas- 
ily handled by a community 
theater, but director Ted 


Thompson manages handily 
with a luscious red-curtain 
backdrop and movable sets 
(the Kolowitz kitchen, on- and 
off-stage of the Marlowe The- 
atre, a dairy restaurant) de- 
signed by Bill Wood. Happily, 
the sets are minimal, and the 

“Enter Laughing” pre- 
miered at the Henry Miller 
Theatre in March 1963. It 
starred well known actors Alan 
Arkin, as David, Vivian 
Blaine, as Angela, and Sylvia 
Sidney, as Mrs. Kolowitz, but 
the play ran for only one year. 
A musical version. “So Long, 
174th Street,” which featured 
Kaye Ballard, George S. Irv- 
ing and, in the chorus, Susan 
Stroman, was even less suc- 
cessful. Nevertheless, the play 
has an innocence and a 
borscht-belt-like charm one

Veteran composer David Amram to 
join Omni Ensemble for Park Slope gig

F or the Omni Ensemble’s March 
13 concert at the Brooklyn 
Conservatory of Music, leader 
David Wechsler has invited a spe- 
cial guest: composer-performer 
David Amram. 

“Dave has been around for a very 
long time,” Wechsler tells GO 
Brooklyn. “He used to do the Brook- 
lyn Philharmonic’s children’s con- 
certs; he’s written fdm scores, in- 
cluding ‘Splendor in the Grass’ and 
‘The Manchurian Candidate’; and 
he’s done a lot of jazz stuff. He was 
from the Beat Generation, and even 
performed with Jack Kerouac.” 
Wechsler has often worked with 
the 73-year-old Amram, including 
at the Bethlehem Music Festival in 
1988 and ’89, when Amram was 
artist-in-residence. 

“He’s a great musician. He’s re- 
ally versatile,” says Wechsler. “And

he’s one of the most-performed 
American composers. Orchestras 
do his music all the time. He’s in 
demand as a conductor, and he has 
a good stage presence. He probably 
will show that at our concert as 
well, talking a bit about his works, 
as well as playing percussion, pi- 
ano and French horn.” 

The Amram pieces that the 
Omni Ensemble will perform are 
from throughout his career: “Dis- 
cussion” dates from 1961, “Native 


American Portraits” premiered in 
1977, and “Theme and Variations 
on “Red River Valley” was com- 
posed in 1992. 

Also on the program are Karl- 
heinz Stockhausen’s “Tierkreis 
(Zodiac) — 12 Melodies of the 
Star Signs” and the world premiere 
of the Violin Sonata by Omni’s 
own Jim Lahti. 

Amram himself discussed with 
GO Brooklyn the genesis behind 
his three compositions. 

“‘Discussion’ was dedicated to 
the memory of the great standup 
bass player Oscar Pettiford,” ex- 
plains Amram in a telephone inter- 
view from Orlando, Fla., where he 
was rehearsing. “I played improvis- 
ing jazz French horn with him. He 
was one of the pioneers of jazz cello 
in the ’50s, and he loved classical 
and Latin music as well. I included 
some of those musical elements in 
the piece, and I’m happy to say that 
it’s become a staple of chamber mu-

sic that features percussion.” 

The “Red River Valley” varia- 
tions, Amram notes, “were written 
to celebrate the 20th anniversary of 
the Kerrville, Texas music fest 
where I appeared since 1976 as a 
performer. I dedicated it to the 
memory of Hondo Crouch, who 
was the mayor of Luckenbach, 
Texas, population seven, whose 


motto is ‘Everybody Is Somebody 
in Lukenbach.’ 

“Hondo was a great storyteller, 
singer and guitar picker, and he ab- 
solutely loved classical and Mexi- 
can and jazz music. I played ‘Red 
River Valley’ with him before he 
died [in 1976], and we did many 
variations on that song, which in- 
spired me to write this piece.” 


Amram’s “Native Amer- 
ican Portraits” is a work 
based on traditional sources. 

“The first movement is 
based on Cheyenne music, 
the second on a Seneca 
prayer song, and the third 
on Zuni melodies,” Amram 
explains. “I learned the 
themes by performing with 
four Native American musi- 
cians. It’s amazingly sophis- 
ticated music.” 

Amram and Stockhausen 
— considered the godfather 
of avant-garde music in 
Germany following the Sec- 
ond World War — haven’t 
shared the same concert 
program in decades. 

“In the ’60s, Stock- 
hausen’s music was played 
all the time, and he used 
percussion instruments of- 
ten in his chamber works, as 
I did, so I heard his work a 
lot,” said Amram. “I’m 
looking forward to hearing 
him again after such a long 

Wechsler agrees that 
Stockhausen’s 20-minute 
“Zodiac” (composed in 1974-’75) 
is atypical of his work. 

“It’s a nice-sounding piece, it’s 
pretty accessible to audiences,” he 
admits. “Each zodiac sign has a 
melody, and these one-voice 
melodies are each played by one 
instrument, and those melodies are 
harmonized. Any instrument can 
play the single-line melody, and the 
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harmonizing can be done by any 
instrument that plays chords. We’re 
using glockenspiel and marimba.” 

Wechsler and the ensemble 
members are also pleased to finally 
premiere Lahti’s Violin Sonata, 
which was written a couple of 
years ago. “The stars had to be 
lined up for this to happen, I 
guess,” Wechsler says with a laugh. 
“Maybe it’s the Stockhausen on the 
bill. 

“As with most of Jim’s pieces, 
it’s a very through-composed 
sonata,” he says. “Jim composes 
traditionally, though it’s very con- 
temporary-sounding. His voice as a 
composer is always very apparent. 
He’s written a very good piano part 
for himself, of course. It’s a very 
tuneful but technically difficult 
work.” Violinist Jorge Avila will 
perform the sonata with Lahti. 

Wechsler feels that the stars be- 
came aligned for the entire pro- 

“I had seen Dave in June and we 
talked about doing his music, 
which we hadn’t done in awhile,” 
he says. “We wanted to do Jim’s vi- 
olin sonata, and since we also 
needed a violinist for Dave’s ‘Red 
River’ Variations, we could do 
both. 

“And, since we had a percus- 
sionist for Dave’s ‘Discussion,’ we 
looked around for another piece 
with percussion, and we decided on 
‘Zodiac.’ It also fits nicely because 
Stockhausen is into improvisation 
and so are Dave’s jazz-style pieces. 
So everything ties together.”

When a 
nap is a 
bad thing 

Q: It takes my 5-year-old granddaughter one to two 
hours to fall asleep. She’s pretty stubborn, whereas her 
3-year-old brother falls asleep in 10 to 15 minutes. 
They get up at 6:30 and go to day care full time, where 
they both take naps. Bedtime for them is about 7:30 
during the week. — a grandmother 

A: The average five-year-old who has had a nap will 
not be tired at 7:30 p.m. 

“Even as young as three, a nap can sabotage an early 
bedtime,” says Jodi A. Mindell, PhD, author of “Sleeping 
Through the Night: How Infants, Toddlers and Their Par- 
ents Can Get a Good Night’s Sleep” (HarperResource, 
1997). 

The 3-year-old is on a nap and bedtime schedule that suits 
him. But as with all families, what works for the little boy 
needs to be tweaked for 
his big sister’s age and 
temperament. 

For the 5-year-old, 
ask for quiet time at day 
care instead of a nap, 
several parents suggest. 

With a calming bedtime 
ritual, no caffeine and a 
slightly later lights-out 
time, expect more coop- 

The suggested sleep 
goal for preschoolers 
and kindergartners is 
10 to 12 hours, accord- 
ing to the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. 

If a child takes more 
than about 15 minutes 
to tumble off to sleep, she’s usually either not tired enough 
for bed or overtired, says Mindell, associate director of the 
Sleep Disorders Center at the Children’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia. When a child is too tired, it’s actually harder 
for her to relax and fall asleep. 

One father was willing to take “hints from anywhere” 
for his 6-year-old daughter, who refused to fall asleep 
without one of her parents in the room: “We might have 
spoiled her at ages 1, 2 and 3 at bedtime by reading her 
stories until she fell asleep.” 

Several parents have stopped similar demands by estab- 
lishing a calm tucking-in routine, leaving the room for a 
minute or two, then making frequent checks as their chil- 
dren dropped off to sleep. One mother left a stuffed toy on 
her daughter’s pillow as a sign that she had kept up the 
adult end of the bargain. 

No matter your own twist on slumber questions, make 
sleep a priority for your family. 

Can you help? 

Children are coming to kindergarten and first grade 
these days without the fine motor skills to do their school 
work, or enough body strength to sit in their chairs or in 
circle time. I think it’s because of a lack of exercise, hut 
it’s a big problem.” — a teacher

Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg and Chancellor Joel 
Klein appointed former 
Community School Dis- 
trict 15 Superintendent Car- 
men Farina to the No. 2 
position in the Department 
of Education this week. 

Farina, who currently heads 
Region 8 in the restructured 
Education Department, will 
replace Diana Lam, 56, who 
resigned her position as 
deputy chancellor for teaching 
and learning Tuesday amid a 
cloud of controversy. Klein 
had appointed her to the post 
in August 2002. 

Despite stepping down, 
Lam maintained she had acted 
appropriately in attempting to 
find her husband a job. She 
said in a statement Monday 
that Klein knew about her ef- 
forts and that she had been 



“given a green light to pro- 

“Recognizing that I am a 
team member, not the team 
leader, though, this evening I 
have with sadness given my 
resignation to Chancellor 
Klein,” the statement said. 

Klein asked for her resigna- 
tion after a report by Richard 
Condon, the special commis- 
sioner of investigation for the 


New York City schools, found 
that Lam had helped wrangle 
a supervisory job in the Bronx 
for her husband, Peter Plattes. 

When he was asked to 
leave that position due to po- 
tential conflicts of interest, 
Lam helped him get a teach- 
ing job at a Bronx high 
school, the report released Fri- 
day said. 

Farina, 60, has been work- 
ing in the city public schools 
for nearly 40 years. As a cur- 
riculum coordinator in District 
15 she authored a multicultur- 
al program that was replicated 
in every district in the city. 

She was named to replace 
Lam on an interim basis. 

The promotion marked the 
second time Farina has been 
named to replace a school of- 
ficial accused of impropriety. 

In 2000, Farina took the 
reins of District 15 after then- 
Superintendent Frank DeSte- 
fano stepped down amid alle- 


gations he mismanaged dis- 

She became the first 
woman appointed to the posi- 
tion in the district, which in- 
cluded Park Slope, Sunset 
Park, Windsor Terrace. Red 
Hook, Carroll Gardens, Cob- 
ble Hill and Gowanus. 

In January 2003, Farina 
was appointed to lead the 
newly formed Region 8, in- 
cluding school districts 13,14, 
15 and 16. 

The educator quickly 
gained popularity and respect 
for, among other successes, 
taking over troubled PS 8 in 
Brooklyn Heights. 

Farina could not be reached 
for comment by press time. 

Park Slope Councilman 
Bill DeBlasio, who was a 
member of the District 15 
board that hired Farina as su- 
perintendent, said on Thurs- 
day, “I have enormous respect 
for Carmen Farina. She is a 
real star. As an educator and 
as an administrator, she has 
won the trust of parents, 
teachers, staff and community 
leaders with consensus-build- 
ing leadership.” 

As part of her new position, 
Farina will guide the city’s 10 
regional superintendents at 
Education Department head- 
quarters in the Tweed Court- 
house next to City Hall. 

As superintendent for Re- 
gion 8, Farina oversaw 
schools in Brooklyn Heights, 
Park Slope, Cobble Hill, 
Boerum Hill, Downtown 
Brooklyn, Fort Greene, 
DUMBO, Prospect Heights, 
Crown Heights, Williamsburg, 
Greenpoint and portions of 
Bedford-Stuyvesant. The re- 
gion contains more than 
80,000 students.

After-school teens 
terrorizing subway

A band of teens has been terrorizing 
passengers on the F train between Boer- 
um Flill and Park Slope, putting resi- 
dents, commuters and police on alert. 

In the past two weeks, several people have 
been attacked in the afternoon on the subway 
line between the Bergen Street and Seventh 
Avenue stations. 

Police said they are aware of the problem 
and have beefed up both plainclothes and uni- 
formed officer patrols at the Bergen Street, 
Smith/Ninth Street, and Fourth Avenue sta- 
tions along the F line, police said. 

The suspects are believed to be students at 
a high school on Baltic Street, police said. 

On Feb. 28, a woman traveling with her 


young children was harassed by the teens, 
who boarded the F train at Bergen Street, po- 
lice said. 

Several passengers jumped to her defense 
and ended up in a fight with the thugs that 
spilled out onto the street outside the Fourth 
Avenue and Ninth Street subway station. 

The following week, on March 5, Brad Vel- 
coff, a high school English and technology 
teacher in Manhattan, was riding home to 
Brooklyn on the subway at 3 pm when he was 
assaulted by a group of teens. As in the earlier 
assault, the gang boarded at Bergen Street. 

Velcoff felt a couple of swift punches to his 
right temple by one or two of the teens who 
then hopped off at the Smith and Ninth Street 
stop, he said. 

Velcoff said he often sees the teens, espe- 
cially on the last two cars.

“pedantic,” and equating its past actions with apartheid. 

“This has been going on far too long and I think [Tubman] 
is owed her due,” said Fort Greene Councilwoman Letitia 
James, addressing the monthly CB2 meeting at St. Francis 
College on March 10. 

James approached the board last month along with Brook- 
lyn Heights-Downtown Brooklyn Councilman David Yassky 
when she learned of Vann’s plan to re-introduce the legisla- 
tion for a total renaming. 

“It’s important to have community support,” James said. 

But not everyone was thrilled with the co-naming decision. 

Fred Laverpool, founder of Braggin’ About Brooklyn, a 
group that leads cultural tours of black historical sites in the 
borough, called the co-naming a slap in the face. 

“Putting Harriet Tubman’s name under Robert Fulton’s is 
the greatest insult to African-American women,” Laverpool 
said. Laverpool also rebuked Vann for backing down on seek- 
ing a total renaming. 

Community Board 2 is an economically and racially diverse 
district encompassing the predominately white neighborhoods 
of Brooklyn Heights and DUMBO to the west and the largely 
black neighborhoods of Fort Greene and Clinton Hill to the east. 

Before his death in 2002, controversial black-activist Son- 
ny Carson, who led a 1990 boycott of a Korean grocer in 
Flatbush urging the mostly black passers-by not to buy from 
Koreans, was a key leader in the movement to rename the 
thoroughfare. 

Carson threatened to use the same boycott tactics against 
Fulton Mall businesses two years ago if the community board 
did not support the renaming. He butted heads with several 
people throughout the process including the late Fort Greene 
councilman, James Davis, who spoke glowingly of Tubman 
but was less committal about the resolution for a full name 
change. Davis averted discussion of the application as a racial 

“I’m glad that we’re putting this to rest,” said CB2 mem- 
ber Edward Carter. 

The resolution will come up for a full board vote April 21. 

“The co-naming is acceptable — for now,” Traffic and 
Transportation committee member John Dew said after the 
meeting. “We’ll see what happens later.”

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between a man and a woman for the good of society. The lobby- 
ing effort comes as New York and other cities in the country are 
embroiled in a controversy over whether gay marriages are legal. 

Twenty-five same-sex couples were married in late February 
in the small upstate village of New Paltz. 

The controversy elevated the prohibition of gay marriage to 
one of the cardinal’s chief lobbying priorities, said Catholic Con- 
ference spokesman Dennis Poust. There is currently a bill before 
the Legislature that would make gay marriage legal and another 
that would make it illegal. 

Democratic Assemblyman Steven Sanders, who has seen his 
gay-rights bills opposed by the Catholic Conference in the past, 
said he supports the cardinal’s right to lobby on the issue. 

“I think they are absolutely entitled to their views,” Sanders 
said. “But I don’t think it comes as any large surprise that the 
Catholic Conference is opposed ... I don’t believe this changes 
the dynamic of the issue.” 

In an interview before Egan was to deliver a homily at the cav- 
ernous Convention Center near the Capitol, DiMarzio said, “I be- 
lieve in the separation of church and state. I don’t believe in the 
separation of religion and society.” 

“There’s a big difference,” DiMarzio said. “I think that reli- 
gious institutions have been upholding the family, supporting the 
family as part of our society, certainly.” 

He said laws recognize religion’s role in marriage. That re- 
quires religious leaders to defend the institution, the bishop said. 

“If we are going to change [marriage] that would be a major 
public policy change, as well as the whole understanding of our 
society and religion,” he said. “That’s why we’re concerned. 
That’s why we believe marriage should only be between a man 
and a woman. Other things are other things, but marriage is mar- 
riage.” 

He said homosexuality is a disorder, but that gays should be 
seen like all people as having innate dignity. 

The bishop said recent scandals in the Roman Catholic Church 
involving pedophile priests and their sometimes-quiet transfers to 
other parishes, where they abused more children, does not dimin- 
ish the church’s moral authority when discussing gay marriages 
and other issues. 

“Moral authority doesn’t come from being perfect,” the bishop 
said. “I think the church has a history of understanding human 
nature, of having a philosophy 
that is based on truth, and has 
been able to develop posi- 


“Now, the witness may be 
weakened, because people say 
we can’t trust you because 
you made a mistake. Well 
that’s a different case,” he 
said. “It doesn’t mean your 
moral authority is weakened 
or taken away.”

“Carmen Farina is a fo- 
cused and dedicated educator 
with a very clear idea on how 
to run schools,” Jill Levy, 
president of the Council of 
School Supervisors and Ad- 
ministrators, the union that 
represents school principals, 
said on Thursday “But, the is- 
sue isn’t Carmen Farina or Di- 
ana Lam, it’s leadership at the 
chancellor level.” 

Lam drew criticism last 
year after she implemented a 
phonics reading program in 
city schools. President Bush’s 
top adviser on reading, G. 
Reid Lyon, called the program 
ineffective in helping children 
learn to read. 

Lam’s resignation “gives 
the city the opportunity to re- 
examine the misguided cur- 
riculum changes she forced 
upon the school system and 
begins the process of weeding 
corruption out of the schools,” 
Public Advocate Betsy Got- 
baum said in a statement 
Monday.

Methodist expands 
volunteer program 


New York Methodist Hospital 

New York Methodist 
Hospital’s Family Care- 
giver Volunteer Program 
was recently awarded a 
grant from the United Hos- 
pital fund to expand the pro- 
gram to three additional 
patient care units. 

The Programing Volunteer 
Participation and Leadership 
grant was presented to Mimi 
Makovitzsky, director of edu- 
cational and volunteer servic- 
es at New York Methodist, at 
the Fund’s Health Care Im- 
provement Grants Awards 
Ceremony. 

The program was created at 
the hospital in 2002 to provide 
family members of hospitalized 
patients with assistance, infor- 
mation and support. 

Program volunteers are 
trained to support and orient 
newly admitted patients’ family 
members. “I am very proud of 
this program. It is wonderful to 
see how moved people can be 
by the graciousness of these 
volunteers,” said Makovitzky. 

Currrently the program has 
ten volunteers and many are 


bilingual in French, Spanish and 
Creole. Because of the sensitive 
nature of the program, volun- 
teers are carefully selected to 
ensure that participants are 
physically and emotionally ca- 
pable of meeting the needs of 
caregivers. Since its inception, 
program volunteers have 
logged more than 2.000 visits to 
family members of patients. 

The hospital’s nursing staff 
members have noticed a differ- 

“Family caregiver volunteers 
really help out by giving family 
members atttention, so that the 
nursing staff can focus on the 
patient’s medical needs,” said 
Fidelia Jordan, RN, a nurse 
manager at NYM. 

Volunteers visit patients' 
rooms with a tea cart stocked 
with tea, coffee, juice and 
muffins for family members, 
providing the opportunity after 
many hours in a patient’s room 
to rejuvenate and engage in 
conversation. One volunteer, 
Melba Mathurin, a psychology 
student at St. Francis College in 
Brooklyn Heights, explained 
that there are also times when 
nonverbal language, such as a 


smile, can make a family mem- 
ber feel comforted. 

“It’s a paradox, these patients 
and caregivers may have large 
extended families, but once they 
are in a hospital setting, they feel 
very alone,” said Mathurin. 

In addition to offering sup- 
port. NYM offers caregivers 
training in some of the basic 
tasks performed in patient care, 
such as feeding, dressing and 
grooming. 

The hospital’s auxiliary has 
helped with the program’s eval- 
uation process by placing fol- 


low-up calls to families after pa- 
tients have been discharged. The 
Family Caregiver Volunteer 
Program has also developed a 
resource guide for cargivers that 
contains information on trans- 
portation, respite care, and sup- 
port groups. 

“With this program every- 
one wins,” said Jordan. “Fam- 
ily caregiver volunteers help to 
minimize the stress of a busy 
nursing staff, and the line of 
communication and support is 
opened up for a a patient’s 


Dementia might 
not be Alzheimer's 


hodist Hospital 


“I’m losing my mind.” It 
can be a heartbreaking state- 
ment for those dealing with 
dementia, but for some, it may 
also be treatable. Physicians in 
the division of neurosurgery at 
New York Methodist Hospital 
are working to show that age 
and dementia do not always 
equal Alzheimer’s disease. 
Research indicates that as 
many as 250,000 Americans 
with symptoms of dementia 
may have a treatable condition 
called normal pressure hydro- 
cephalus (NPH). 

To identify these patients, Eri- 
co Cardoso, MD, chief of neuro- 
surgery at Methodist Hospital, is 
leading a unique overnight mon- 
itoring procedure to distinguish 
treatable conditions such as NPH 
from pre-clinical Alzheimers dis- 

“Early intervention is very im- 
portant, as the symptoms created 
by NPH can be reversed when 
diagnosed and treated properly,” 
said Cardoso. 

NPH is a neurological condi- 
tion that most commonly af- 
fects the elderly. It is caused by 
an excessive build-up of cere- 
brospinal fluid in the head. 

Normally, cerebrospinal flu- 
id circulates through the cavity 
of the brain, providing protec- 
tion and nutrients to the brain 
and spinal cord tissue. It also 
transports waste products away 
from the brain and central nerv- 
ous system. If this circulation is 
blocked and left untreated, the 
fluid accumulates in the brain 
causing pressure in the head. 

“When a person has NPH, 
their brain adjusts to the in- 
creased pressure, which in turn 
gives a ‘normal’ result when 
spinal fluid pressure is tested,” 
said Cardoso. “In actuality, the 
increase in pressure is far from 
normal and can lead to serious 
neurological problems.” 

Cardoso explained that while 
a patient with NPH may not ini- 
tially show changes in fluid pres- 
sure, fluctuations often occur 
during deep sleeping patterns. 

“Monitoring the patient over- 
night may reveal signs of activity 
that signify a rise or fail in fluid 
pressure. This helps in diagnos- 
ing the condition,” said Dr. Car- 

Patients being monitored are 
admitted to the hospital for 
overnight evaluation. Before go- 
ing to sleep, the patient under- 
goes a procedure in which a thin 
catheter is inserted into the lower 
back. The lumbar catheter is con- 
nected to a monitoring device 
that provides continuous record- 
ings of spinal fluid pressure and 
can detect an abnormal pattern of 
pressure waves. 

NPH is not curable. It can be 
controlled through the placement 
of a shunt that drains excessive 
fluid away from the brain. 

“One of the major obstacles in 
treating a patient with dementia is 


identifying the cause. Although 
NPH is only diagnosed in a small 
number of our patients, we want 
to make sure that we catch those 
patients.” said Cardoso. 

“This diagnosis can allow a 
person suffering from symp- 
toms of dementia to regain con- 
trol of their life.”
